CONVULSIONS FOR 


INSANITY 


Experimentation has been 


going on for some time in 
medical centers of Europe 
and 
is now beginning in 


this country with a strange 
new method for curing cer- 
tain forms of insanity. The 
patient is given an overdose 
of 
insulin 
or 
metrazol 


which produces convulsions 
In one hospital the proced. 
ure begins by giving large 
doses of baking soda. This 
renders the patient's sys- 
tem alkaline and develops 
a condition known as alka- 
losis. He is then given a 
large 
dose 
of metrazol, 


which produces convulsions 
in a few minutes. The con- 
vulsions last only a few sec- 
onds. They leave the pa- 
tient in a sort of stupor. 
He awakes from this in an 
hour or so, and in many 
cases he is found to have an 
improved mental condition. 


Physicians do not yet un- 


derstand what happens. But 
they do know that in tho 
type of insanity known aa 
dementia praecox, they are 
beginning to have success. 
The theory, as far as they 
can guess it, is that demen- 
tia praecox is caused by 
faulty connections in t h e 
brain. The convulsions break 
these wrong connections and 
after a time right ones are 
then set up by nature. 


So far, it sounds a little 


like burning down the house 
to roast the pig. Giving a 
patient convulsions by an 
overdose of a powerful drug 
does have its dangers. And 
it is too soon to know 
whether those patients who 
seem to recover will stay 
cured, or whether the ill- 
ness will recur. Not enough 
cases here and abroad have

TAX-RAISING 
LEGISLATIVE 


SESSION EXPECTED AIM 


AT OIL PRODUCERS

AUSTIN, Sep\ 21.—W— 


The gigantic Texas Oil in- 
dustry may be subjected to 
attacks on several fronts at 
the tax-raising -session of 
the legislature starting next 
Monday.

AND A WISER, OLDER 'BEWARE!' * 


Of All Dangers Threatening the Nation, That 


Pointed Out By Moses is the Gravest— 
Realistic A^iews Upon the Relation of Re- 
ligion to Patriotism. 


By WILLIAM T. ELMS 


"Beware!" cries the first word 


of this Lesson portion. 
It Is no strange 
word, 
for 
prophets ot warning are abroad 
in the land. Let us see how this 
ancient 
"Beware!" 
compares 
with others that are current. 
"Beware of Communism!" cry 
many voices; but there is worse 
to he feared. 


"Beware Fascism!" cry other 


vofces; but there Is worse to be 
feared. 


"Beware of tho capitalists." cry 
still other voices; but there is 
worse to be feared. 
"Beware of labor unions and 
socialism!" cry timid vested in- 
terests; but there is worse to be 
feared. 


"Beware 
of 
class 
conscious- 
ness!" 
cry 
thoughtful 
world- 
watchers; but there is worse to 
bo feared. 


"Beware of propaganda!" cry 
journalism's leaders; but there js 
worse to be feared. 


"Beware 
of the crime wave!" 
cry the sensationalists; but there 
Is worse to be feared. 


Like a modern motor highway, 


life today is sprinkled with warn- 
ing signs, perhaps too many. But 
here, in the wise words of Moses, 
one of history's three 
grandest 
figures, as he bade farewell to 
the nation he had led and loved, 
is a caution more keen and basic 
and understanding and compre- 
hensive than any of the alarms 
that arc nowadays dinned into 
our cars. 


A Warning For Our Times. 
This old message has an un- 
canny present applicability. The 
Lesson text possesses more power 
and pertinency than any possible 
comment upon it:—"Beware that 
thou forget not the Lord thy God, 
in not keeping 
His 
command- 
ments, and His judgments, and 
His statutes, which I command 
then this day; lest 
when 
thou 
hast eaten and art full, and hast 
built goodly houses, and dwelt 
therein; and when thy herds and 
thy flocks multiply, and thy sil- 
ver and thy 
gold Is multiplied, 


and all that thou hast is multi- 
plied; then thine heart be lifted 
up, and thou forget the Lord thy 
God, which brought thee forth 
out of the land of Egypt, 
from 


the house of bondage; who led 
theo through that great and ter- 
rible 
wilderness, wherein 
were 
llery serpents, and scorpions, and 
drought, 
where 
there 
was 
no 
water; who brought thce forth 
water out of the rock of flint; 
who fed thce in the wilderness 
with manna, which thy fathers 
know not, that He might hum- 
ble thce, and that 
He 
might 


prove thee, to do thee good at 
thy latter end; and thou say in 
thine heart, My power and the 
might of mine hand hath gotten 
mo this wealth. But thou shall 
remember the Lord thy God: for 
it is Ho that glveth theo power 
to get wealth, that He may es- 
tablish His covenant which He 
sware unto thy fathers, as it is 
this day. And it shall be, if thou 
do at all forget the Lord thy 
God, 
and walk after other gods, 
and 
serve 
them, 
and worship 


them. I testify against you this 
day that yo shall surely perish. 
As the nations which the Lord 
destroyed 
before your face, 
so 


shall ye perish; because ye would 
not be obedient unto the voice of 
the Lord your God." 


At the Hoot of Things. 
All of 
the 
contemporary na- 


tional 
dangers 
against 
which 
watchmen on the walls are cry- 
Ing "Beware!" are really only sec- 
ondary perils. They may be met 
and mastered by giving heed to 
the bod-rock and all-embracing 
menace of godlcssncss. For the 
worst possible evil that could be 
fall our land would bo recreancy 
to the Power that hitherto has 
led us and guarded us and dower- 
ed us with unexampled largesse. 
In Washington's Farewell Ad- 
dress to the people of his new 
nation he stressed this truth. One 
of his familiar sentences, power- 
ful in its understatement, Is, "Let 


us with caution indulge the sup- 
position that morality 
can 
be 


maintained 
without 
religion." 
Without God, a nation Is without 
the one force that insures integ- 
rity In office-holders, law-observ- 
ance by the people and adequate 
standards and objectives for a 
great national life. 


Burns' picture of the evening 
devotions In "The Cotter's Satur- 
day Night" In one of tho immor- 
tal bits of lltcration. Well does 
the poet cry: 


"From scenes like these old Sco- 
tia's grandeur springs, 
That make her loved at home, 


revered abroad; 
Princes and lords arc but the 
breath of kings, 


An honest man's the noblest 
work of God. 


(The 
patriot's God peculiarly Thou 


art, 


His friend, Insplrcr, guardian 
and reward!) 


O, never, never Scotia's realm de- 
sert; 


But still the patriot and pa- 
triot bard 
In bright succession raise, her or- 
nament and guard." 


Scared Money—And A Refuse. 
"Lest e forget! Let wo forget!" 
"Lest wo forgot! Lest we for- 


get!" rings the refrain of Kip- 
ling's "Recessional," like tolling 
cathedral bells. That great Jubi- 
lee hymn echoes the words of 
Moses, in our 
Lesson, 
"Thou 
shall remember Jehovah." 
The 


worst that is wrong with tho 
United States and Canada Is not 
droughts or floods or Industrial 
disturbances, but the tragic truth 
that so many of our people have 
forgotten God. 
We have followed a fashion of 


folly which has 
watered down 


our 
conception of God into a 
mere astronomical or psychologi- 
cal Force, formless and imper- 
sonal. Intellectual vanity, which 
regards man as the biggest thing 
in creation, has turned its back 
upon the Creator, King and Fa- 
ther, whose will is man's 
only 


weal. Our shallow prevalent pan- 
theism has tried to rob God of 
His moral attributes. 
We have 


rejected the hell which is part 
of 
eternal 
justice—though 
we 


have succeeded, in spots, in build- 
ing a pretty good substitute for 
it on earth. 
With God out of the picture, 
is it any wonder that today many 
rich people are scared cold about 
the future? They have no refuge 
outside of money; and that ref- 
uge is cmperilled. AS a wealthy 
woman, now dead, once said to 
me, aboard her husband's yacht 
in Miami, "What do persons do 
who have no longer faith In God, 
who know none ot tho great pas- 
sages of Scripture with which to 
sustain their hours of sleepless- 
ness?" Yes; what do men and 
women do who cannot 
turn 
to 


God? It would be worth uncount- 
ed money for some rich folk to 
be able to say, "God is our ref- 
uge and our strength." 
I have seen Communism and 
Fascism 
and absolute monarchy 


at work in tho Old World; If I 
thought any one of them a cure 
for our times I would cry my 
message aloud, by pen and voice. 
Instead, I sincerely believe, after 
a newspaper man's careful study 
of 
the 
world 
scene, that 
our 
one and only "way out" is a re- 
turn to tho reality of Christian 
democracy, with first allegiance 
to the God whom our 
fathers 


found faithful. On every patriot's 
heart I would write, "Beware lest 
thou forget Jehovah."
